TOWNS SEE MENACE IN THE FIRE 


JAPS WERE VICTORS 
IN A BAHLE TO-DAY. 


COREAN’S D EFEA TED 
AND 
TROOP BOAT SUNK. 


Ch ic a g o , July 24.—An answer was 
filed to-day by the attorneys for offi­ 
cers of the American Railway Union 
in the contem pt proceedings in the 
United States court, growing out of 
the alleged violation of the federal 
injunction against interference w ith 
the mails and interstate commerce. 
The answer, is, in substance, as fol­ 
lows: 
Defendants adm it th at on the 2d day 
of July, 
J 894, the United States of 
America caused to be filed in the 
office of 'th e clerk of said court for 
said district a certain com plaint or 
bill in equity. 
“They adm it th at on said day a cer­ 
tain w rit of injunction was issued by 
the order of said court upon said bill, 
and th a t a copy of the order of said 
court directing th at such w rit of in­ 
junction be issued is attached to the 
com plainant’s inform ation herein. 
“They admit th at the American Rail­ 
way Union is a voluntary association 
of which many thousand employes 
were a t the time of filing said bill and 
still are members. 
“They allege th a t the purpose of 
said American Railway Union was the 
protection of all its members in their 
rights and interests as employes of the 
various railway systems of the United 
States, and to procure by all law ful 
and legitim ate means fair, reasonable 
and adequate compensation for all its 
said members for the service per­ 
formed. 
“They deny th at it was the purpose 
and object of said American Rail­ 
way Cniog or of the officers or direc­ 
tors thereof, to concentrate the power 
and jurisdiction of said 
American 
Railway Union under 
one 
official 
management, and they allege th a t by 
the organization of said American 
Railway Union 
strikes 
could 
be 
ordered or discontinued only by the 
m ajority of the members 
of such 
union 
employed 
in 
the 
service 
affected by 
any such 
strike and 
th a t the only power, authority or 
office of the said officers or directors 
of said American Railway Union was 
to notify the members of said Ameri­ 
can Railway Union in the service con­ 
cerned in said strike of the action 
taken by such majority. 
“They deny th at on the 26th or 27th 
day of June last, or a t any other time, 
the American Railway Union or its 
board of directors had directed and 
ordered the members of said Ameri­ 
can Railway Union engaged in the ser­ 
vice of the Illinois Central Railroad 
company to leave the service of said 
company, as alleged in said inform a­ 
tion.” 
The defendants deny th a t said em­ 
ployes so leaving the service of said 
railw ay companies, as aforesaid, did 
so for the purpose of hindering, pre­ 
venting and delaying said railw ay 
companies in the operation of trains 
•engaged in the transportation of the 
United States mails and interstate 
commerce over the respective roads of 
said companies. 
The defendants deny th at Debs or 
any other of them sent any of the tel­ 
egrams quoted in the complaint, save 
one telegram quoted in full in the 
answer. 
All the other telegram s are said to 
have been w ithout their knowledge or 
approval. 
It was just 12 o’clock when Mr. 
Erw in concluded reading the answer. 
He then made the formal m otion th at 
the defendants be dismissed. 
The de­ 
fense would hold, be said, th a t as the 
proceedings was a crim inal case and 
th a t in such cases the answ er by the 
defendants was final—the inform ation 
was not 
amenable. 
The 
defense 
would insist also, Mr. 
Erwin said, 
th at counsel for the 
governm ent 
elect 
now 
w hether 
it 
would 
try the defendants on the indictm ent 
or on the injunction. 
Both proceed­ 
ings issued from the same sovereignty, 
related to the same facts and it would 
not be law, equity or justice to pun­ 
ish a man twice for the same offense. 
The court would be called on to con­ 
strue some of the telegram s presented 
in the information, and this could not 
be done unless the court were fully

D u l u t h , Minn., July 
24.—Forest 
fires are' getting worse 
and 
now 
threaten to destroy the crops and 
buildings of hundreds of farm ers scat­ 
tered through the woods near this 
city. 
Yesterday the fire departm ent 
was called out to protect farm prop­ 
erty and is still at work. 
The fires 
run in the stubble and tim ber w ith 
terrible rapidity. 
Heavy and contin­ 
uous rains are the only thing th at 
will save hundreds of thousands of 
dollars* w orth of property of farmers 
in this vicinity. 
V ir g in *a, Minn., July 24.— A forest 
fire has been raging in this vicinity 
for the last tw enty-four hours. 
Vir­ 
ginia was entirely surrounded by fire 
yesterday and barely escaped destruc­ 
tion. 
The engine house of the Lone 
Jack mine w ith a large am ount of cord­ 
wood was totally destroyed. The forest 
is still on fire and the fire companies 
are using every effort to keep the fire 
out of the town. 
Fires are reported 
down the lines of the Mesaba & N orth­ 
ern railway. 
All the Mesaba range 
towns are located in the forests and 
unless it rains soon serious damage 
will resu lt 
E a u Cl a ir e , Wig., July 24.—The 
bridge on the Omaha railroad above 
Spooner was burned last evening by 
forest fires, delaying the Duluth train 
several hours. The forest fires are 
reported as raging furiously in the 
northern part of the state once more, 
the rains of last week having been in­ 
sufficient to put them out entirely. 
Around W est Superior great damage 
is feared, several small towns being 
threatened. 


Chinese 
Instigated 
the 
Peninsula 
Forces To Attack a Garrison, and 
W ar 
Ships 
W ere Brought Into 
Action—Loaded 
Transport 
W as 
Sunk in the Engagement. 


S h a n g h a i, July 2 4 .—Dispatches say 
th at the Corean troops a t the insti­ 
gation of Chinese residents attacked a 
Japanese garrison today and were de­ 
feated. 
A later dispatch says th at 
one Japanese cruiser was engaged and 
sunk a Chinese transport with many 
troops on board. 
It is generally 
believed here th a t Japan does not de­ 
sire pacific settlem ent of the Corean 
dispute. 
As evidence of this, atten­ 
tion is called to the fact th a t as soon 
as one difficulty is overcome, Japan 
immediately raises another. 
The la t­ 
est attitude of the king of Corea 
in the crisis is supposed to be due 
to China’s decided measure to in­ 
sist on its claims to sovereignity over 
the Corean peninsula. 
The reports 
th at France and Russia will support 
Japan against China are pronounced 
to be absolutely groundless. 
Communication w ith Pekin, which 
was interrupted by the floods, has 
been restored. 
The report th a t w ar 
had been declared between China and 
Japan was prem ature, although the 
outlook is more threatening.

the completion yesterday of the pre­ 
liminary routine 
business a t 12:22 
o’clock Senator Voorhees called up 
the conference report on the tariff bill 
and then the storm broke. 
Senator 
Gormon immediately arose. He hoped 
he appreciated the gravity of the 
situation, he began. 
Ordinarily the 
situation would be easy of solution. 
There would ordinarily be no dif­ 
ference of opinion 
about 
sending 
the bill to conference where the dif­ 
ference between the two houses could 
be adjusted. 
He drew a graphic pict­ 
ure of the anxiety w ith which the 
country awaited the fate of the bill, 
the idle factories, the closed work­ 
shops and the unemployed. 
Further 
suspense was neither to the best in­ 
terests of the country nor of the demo­ 
cratic party. 
He 
hoped th at the 
senators would meet the situation as 
became patriotic men and duty-bound 
democrats. 
It was idle for him, he 
said, to add anything to w hat had 
been said last Friday by the senator 
from New Jersey [Smith]. 
In the house there was an over­ 
whelming democratic majority. 
Here 
in the senate the democrats were at 
the outset confronted with the fact 
th at there were but forty-four demo­ 
crats. 
A bill must be framed which 
would secure the support of all these 
senators, all of whose votes, save one, 
were necessary to pass i t 
T hat one 
vote was lo st 
The senator from New 
York [Hill] had from the beginning 
opposed 
the 
bill, 
openly 
and 
manfully. 
The democrats, faced with 
such a condition, had gone 
man­ 
fully to work to harmonize the differ­ 
ences and had accomplished it by 
many sacrifices—alm ost a t the sacri­ 
fice of principle. 
No legislative body 
in this country had ever been con­ 
fronted w ith such a condition. 
The 
representatives of the states of New 
York, New Jersey, Ohio, W est Vir­ 
ginia and Maryland a t the outset an­ 
nounced th a t the house bill was so 
radical, so destructive of the interests 
of the people, th at they would not 
support it 
He paid a high tribute to Senators 
Vest, Jones, Voorhees and Harris, 
those brave men whose labourious 
work had at last accomplished the feat 
of adjusting these differences and had 
made the passage of any bill possible. 
Then in dram atic tones he delivered 
his defiance. 
The infamous calumnies 
heaped upon the heads of the senate 
forced from 
his lips, 
he said, 
a 
plain, unvarnished statem ent of the 
facta 
He would make it with malice 
toward none, but he would look 
his colleagues and the American peo­ 
ple in the eye and tell the truth. 
In 
patriotism the democrats of the sen 
ate had gone to work to save the coun­ 
t y and keep their party in power, 
when suddenly in the midst of the 
struggle came the President’s letter. 
“It was the most uncalled for, the 
most extraordinary, most unwise com­ 
munication,” said he in bitter tones, 
“ th a t ever came from a President of 
the United Statea 
It places this body 
in a position where its members must 
see to it 
th a t 
the 
dignity and 
honor of this chamber must be pre­ 
served. 
It places me in a position 
where I must tell the story as it oc­ 
curred. 
The lim it of endurance has 
been reached. ” 
Mr. Gorman then proceeded to de­ 
tail the history of the tariff bill after 
t reached the senate and the manner 
in which to reach the objections and 
secure the support of certain disaf­ 
fected democrats the changes had 
been 
agreed 
upon. 
He 
stated 
emphatically th at during the prog­ 
ress of 
this 
work 
Messrs. 
Vest 
and Jones had frequent conferences 
with Secretary Carlisle and oftentim es 
with President Cleveland himself. No 
m aterial sacrifice of principles was 
made. 
The result was as he had de­ 
clared on a previous occasion, a demo­ 
cratic measure which, in his opinion, 
leaned tow ard the radical tariff re­ 
form 
sentiment, 
and 
which 
he 
thought would 
receive 
the 
sup­ 
port of a democratic house, senate and 
president He believed then, as he be­ 
lieves now, th a t he had authority for 
th at statem ent 
He charged directly 
that every one of the senate amend­ 
ments had been seen by Secretary 
Carlisle and scanned by nim before 
they were agreed upon. 
He drew 
from his desk and had read an inter­ 
view with Secretary Carlisle on A pril 
30, in which the secretary of the treas- 
ury gave the same bill his sweeping 
indorsem ent 
Mr. Gorman then referred to the 
statem ent in the 
W ashington Post 
purporting to 
come from 
Senator 
Harris and asked the Tennessee states- 
man to give his version of the under­ 
standing w ith the P resident 
Mr. 
Harris, who had come down from the 
presiding officer’s chair for the pur­ 
pose, then took the floor and said he 
and Senator Jones of Arkansas had 
had an interview w ith the President 
in which the latter had seemed to 
agree to the bill as the best measure 
likely to be obtained. 
He concluded: 
“My distinct understanding of th at 
interview was th a t the President de­ 
sired th a t we pass the bill as it 
passed the senate if we could make no 


better terms. 
lie was decidedly in 1/1011 ANT PCTTIMP 
favor of its passing in this form if the » I tJ I L H ll I 
U L I I I ll U 
senate would not recede. 
He hoped 
th a t we could in some way agree to 
put coal and iron on the free list, b u t 
I told him that it was impossible, and 
my understanding is th a t the Presi­ 
dent was decidedly in favor of passing 
the bill as it passed the senate if no 
better terms could be made.” 
Mr. Gorman then said: 
“I w ant to ask the senator from 
Tennessee whether in any of those in­ 
terviews the suggestion was made to 
him from th a t quarter th a t the taxes 
placed on coal and iron were a viola­ 
tion of democratic principles and per­ 
fidy to the democratic party?” 
“No suggestion has ever been made 
to me by the President nor any mem­ 
bers of the cabinet, nor by any human 
being,” replied Mr. Harris slowly and 
impressively. 
The senate shortly after went into 
executive session and soon adjourned. 


TALK ABOUT A CAUCUS. 


Democratic Leaders Discuss a Proposi­ 
tion for a General Conference. 
W a s h in -to n , July 24.—Immediately 
after the adjournm ent of the senate 
yesterday there was a conference of 
the Democratic leaders of th at body 
in the room of the committee on appro­ 
priations. Among those were Senators 
Gorman, Brice, Cockrell, Harris, Ran­ 
som and Blackburn, comprising most of 
the democratic steering committee. 
The senators had a long talk, and 
when they departed no conclusion 
had been reached as to the best thing 
to be done. 
The proposition for a 
caucus was discussed, and some of 
the 
senators 
thought 
it 
would 
be 
wise 
to 
have 
a 
gen­ 
eral conference of democratic sena­ 
tors before any step was taken, or 
a vote was had on any of the pending 
propositiona 
The m atter of calling a 
caucus was left for further considera­ 
tion, and will no doubt be discussed 
among other senators, and their views 
ascertained as to the advisability of 
taking such action. 


For Popular Election of Senators. 
W a s h in g t o n , July 24.—Representa­ 
tive Tucker of Virginia, the author 
and champion of the resolution for a 
constitutional amendm ent to elect 
United States senators by direct vote 
of the people, which passed the house 
Saturday, is sanguine the senate will 
also pass the resolution and the neces­ 
sary three-fourths of the states will 
give their assent necessary to make it 
effective.

George Harvey’s red w aist saved his 
life yesterday afternoon when he fell 
in the race near Colling, Wray & 
B lair's mill. 
If it hadn’t been for the

been summoned he would have been 
lying lifeless on the river’s bottom.

The lad was pretty heavy 
when his clothes were w et and as the 
rescuer could not swim he had to 
simply hold him clear of the w ater 
A t this moment Jonn G owdey, tie 
bookkeeper in Coiling, Wray db Blair’s 
m ill hurried out, he being summoned 
by the boy’s companions and helped 
get the lad ashore. 
B oard T ipped and H e F ell. 
Young Harvey w ith tw o compan­ 
ions was fishing in the race 
and 
Harvey ventured out on the end of a 
plank th at projected over the water. 
A nother board stood on edge and par* 
aUel w ith the one th a t 
lay flat. 
Harvey sat down on the board th at 
stood edgew ise and when one of the 
other lads touched it w ith his foot the 
board

The wife of Alba Childs died a t 
Springfield, W alworth county, Wis 
W ednesday evening a t 9 o’clock, July 
18, in the seventy-eighth year of her 
age. 
The end was quiet and peaceful, 
being caused by the gradual failure 
of her physical powers. 
It probably 
w as hastened by an accident about 
tw o years previous, when she was 
violently throw n from a carriage by a 
horse running away. 
This was fol

Her maiden name was Adalino Wil­ 
liams. 
Her father was reared in Ver 
mont, and his m other who was 8

river, opposite the city of Albany. 
H er parents moved soon afterw ards 
into the wilderness on the Holland 
Purchase and settled on a farm in the 
tow n of Royalton, now in the county 
of Niagara, N. Y. 
When eight years 
old, she lost her m other by death, and 
tw o years subsequent she went to live 
w ith her aunt, Mrs. Lewis Robinson, 
a t South Reading, W indsor county, 
V t. 
This journey was made on the 
Brie canal, from which on one occasion 
abe was rescued from drowning, anc 
by stage over the Green mountains 
unaccompanied a portion of the way 
by any acquaintance. 
In her new home she was required 
to perform hard work in the house 
hold and in other attentions to the 
family. 
She here learned the a rt o 
coloring maps and pictures, which 
w ere sold extensively throughout the 
country. 
The education she received 
w as gained in the village public achoo 
and a t Ludlow academy in the county 
w here she resided. 
She m arried Jan 
uary 4, 1837, Ebenezer Robinson, Jr. 
a brother of her aunt's hnsband. 
His 
father, a descendant of a Puritan emi 
g ran t, was a Revolutionary soldier 
and witnessed a t his home in Lex ing 
ton, M ass., the firing of the British 
troops upon the m inute men of the 
place,who had assembledAprill9,1775, 
o d the village green. 
This was the 
opening for the struggle for national 
independence. 
To this couple were 
born on a farm in-Reading, three sons 
and a daughter. 
The oldest of these 
is Stillm an W. Robinson, now a pro­ 
fessor in the state university of Ohio, 
a t Columbus; the next is Elna A. Rob­ 
inson, of Champaign, 111.» formerly aa 
instructor in the state university, at 
th a t town; the third son is Albert A,

Ablution of the Future Will Be by Rain 
and Shower Baths. 
The dwelling house of the future, 
constructed on scientific and hygienic 
principles, will be bathtubless, says 
tho New York Mail and Express. 
The porcelain-lined, and zinc-lined, 
and tin-lined tubs of to-day will be 
unknown. 
Their place will be taken 
by a tiled room, in which will be ar­ 
ranged shower or rain baths a t vari­ 
ous angles. 
These douches will 
supply hot, cold, or tepid water at 
the pleasure of the bather, and the 
liquid will be carried off as fast as it 
is used by a spacious drain pipe. The 
idea is not a new one, and whenever 
it has been adopted the result has 
been gratifying. 
There are three 
houses in London, recently com­ 
pleted, supplied with this method of 
bathing, and there is said to be one 
in Philadelphia. 
It is not known 
whether the innovation has been 
made in New York—that is, whether 
there is any private dwelling fitted 
up exclusively with shower baths. 
There are several fashionable houses 
on Madison and Fifth avenues th at 
have both, but it is doubtful if any­ 
where the tub has been abandoned 
altogether. 
It is claimed for the rain bath that 
it is in every way superior to the 
method we have known since civili­ 
zation began, and this has been 
proven in many public institutions. 
The first one ever built in America 
was put in the New York juvenile 
asylum. 
The Demilt dispensary has 
them, an i so has the bathing estab­ 
lishment erected by the trustees of 
the Baron Hirsch fund at Henry and 
M arket streets. 
One of the largest 
rain baths in the country is now in 
course of construction in the state 
hospital for the insane at Utica, and 
it is predicted that within a very 
few years all prisons and hospitals 
will have adopted the system. 
The most enthusiastic advocate of 
the rain bath is William Paul Ger­ 
hard, who has made a study of its 
advantages. 
In the first place he 
says that it requires less space in 
the planning of a bathhouse, it con­ 
sumes less time in application, the 
body of the bather does not come in 
contact with solid water, the me­ 
chanical and 
tonic effect of the 
descending stream is unquestionable, 
the cleansing and stim ulating effects 
are greater than in a bath tub, less 
water is required, and no time is lost 
in waiting for the filling of a tub in 
houses where the supply is slow. 
These are a few of the reasons ad­ 
vanced, and Mr. Gerhard bases an 
elaborate argum ent upon them, main­ 
taining his position throughout with 
a logic that is convincing and inter­ 
esting.

The water service at the school for 
the blind was given a thorough test 
this morning. 
The test was made by 
the tire department in the presence of 
President Snyder, of the state board 
of 
control, ex-Governor Charles D. 
Parker, also a member of the board of 
control, and Superintendent Pease, of 
the school. 
Mayor Thoroughgood, 
with Aldermen Child, Eothman and 
Winslow were also present, besides a 
large nu Jiber of spectators. 
Several 
tests were made, first throwing three 
one-inch 
streams, with 
stand-pipe 
pressure, the same with one hundred 
pc UDO pressure, and with one hun­ 
dred 
and 
twenty-five 
pounds. 
Then 
two streams 
were thrown 
from 
one 
hydrant, 
one 
being 
with an ordinary nozzle, the other 
with a patent 
attichm ent. 
Both 
were 
very fine st? elm s. 
Larger 
streams were exhibited 
with 
the 
deluge pipes. 
First an 1-3-4 stream 
was thrown, followed by a two inch 
stream closing with a single 1-1-3 inch 
stream. 
The test 
was 
somewhat 
marred by gravel stones clogging the 
pipes at times, 
compelling a shut 
down to remedy the trouble. 
All 
were well pleased with the test, and 
Superintendent Pease is satisfied that 
he now has first class fire protection 
at the school.

The taxes of the people of this 
country equal about $10 to each in­ 
habitant.

ly by taxation has trebled since 1850, 
increased over five times since 1810, 
and fifty-five times since 1080. 
The royal library of Nebuchadnezzar 
recently unearthed a t Babylon, con­ 
tains innum erable tax lists and rec­ 
ords of taxes paid and unpaid. 
There are 2,954 persons in Great 
Britain who pay tax on an income of 
more than £5,000 a year, and 975 who 
pay taxes on more than £10,000.
